Admittedly, the foregoing ques-

petition to be meton reasonable 
terms of equality. In the capital 
ship this is a very difficult problem 
to reconcile ‘with any» reaction in 
size, and the only way in which it 
js feasible would be by reducing the 
‘number; (not the size) of the big 
guns, and compromising . with’ the 

onderous broadside armour which, 
na these days of .overhead and 
underwater attack, hag been rather 
shorn of its protective value. But 
in the cruiser classes it is not such 
2 ‘difficult problem, and it is with 
cruisers that we are just now con- 
cerned. Indeed, “it bas been laid 
down “that size, beyond what. is 
absolutely necessary’ in order. to 
attain a given. standard, is a dis- 
ability to eruisers, and the example 
of the old)’ County ” class is cited 
‘by way of illustration.
